Such a moire might veil be the recognition of the 
Jewish. State which vlll coae into being on Hay 16| 
and the nomination of an Anerlcec Minister to tha 
new state. Tne President vould be on fim lagaL 
ground in this retpect because the DJI decision Whioh 
partitlooed Palaatiita into Jewish and Arab atataa 
la atlU, a legal fact. Xrue, ow (orernMnt baa 
proposed a teoporary Xruataaablp in place of imadlat* 
partltloii preambly bacauae tba DH daotslon could 
not be carried out without hloodahed. Eowavcr, 
recent events ttave knocked tha ^op9 frca under the 
Trusteeship proposal. The Trusteeship proposal is 
no longer tenable, not because neither side accepts 
it, but because tha Jewish ailltary forces have since 
damonstr&ted by tbsir decisive victories over tho 
Arabs, that they can iiaplenent partition slnglehandad. 

The President, therefore, car. logically take the 
position that events and not he hive rs-rersed the 
Trusteeship plan and that the UH decision can be 
best carried out by recogziizing the nev Jewish State 
ami aceordine It the priviieees of otber states, in- 
cluding the fondsoiental right to ^etvDd itaeir. This 



would also place Hat President in the e<»endabl« 
position ot strengUMsing ttie band of tbe United 

Nations, 

Should the president for any reaaan find this nore 
ill advised, the next best step would be to appoint 
a personal Antassador or special Baistary and send 
him to Palestine uith autborltj to nsgotiste a settle- 
nent, on the basis of the 0)1 decision, between the 
Jewish Agency and King Abdullah of Transjordan, This 
move would be timely and appropriate. 

In the first place, the Arabs bave been rudely aualcened 
to the fact that they cmnot dispose of tlx* Jews as 
easll7 a* they bad tboacht. Abdxillah is a realist 
and he imovs rl^t mil that bis nnnted Arab Legion, 
some ten thousand nereenarles trained by the British, 
vould be XLt> natch for the Jewish forces which, I under- 
stand, Quaber scoe aeTanty-flTa tbousaod excellently 
dlBcipllnad and zealously devoted young nen and wonen. 

AS a natter of fact I have been aaylng right along, 
and events are prorlnc ma right, that tb« eonbined 
forces of Uke whole Arab Leatiue would be no natch for 
this Jewish Aruy which, even when divided, succeeded 
in driving seven British divisions behind barbed wires, 

I am not a military Bian, but Z think you will agree 
with ae that outside of Abdullah! s tegion, there Is 
no other we 11 -equipped. Hell-trained Arab Army. More- 
over, the Arab chieftains are divided by deep rooted 
feuds. The ex-Muftl, BaJ ftmin si Husselnl detests 
Abdullah and Abdullah is not on speaking terns with 
Ibn Saud who drove Abdullah's father. King Sus.sein, 
the Caliph, frcm his throne In Hecca. niAse feuds 
precli>ae any real unity onUie part of leaders of the 
Arab League. 



For ttils reason, I suggest that n^otlatlons be carried 
on between the Jevlsh Agraicy and Abdullah, who is the 



most practical and bast iltuated of all the Arab 
leaders insofar as Palestine is concerned. Be
